“ And we should thoroughly clari­ 
fy the authority delegated to con­ 
gress by the constitution to enact 
social legislation in the interest of 
the general w’elfare of the people 
without interference by the judicial

the 
government ” 
Wood, representative in congress 
from the 6th district, praised Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt for his “ statesman­ 
ship and courge” in presenting to 
congress a plan “ to free itself from 
the absolute domination of the su­ 
preme court.” 
Such 
“ drastic 
action.” 
ho 
said, 
was necessary to rouse “ those nine 
estimable, 
black-robed 
old 
gentle­ 
men X X X from their slumbering 
sense of security in the belief that 
they 
were 
going to 
remain 
upon 
the supreme 
court bench 
for

rest of their lives, irrespective of 
whether They were able to perform 
their functions in the interests of 
the general welfare of the people in 
accordance with present day ma'?s 
production methods. 
Crediting the 
Roosevelt proposal

constitutional, 
Wood 
asserted
